PLEASE DO NOT SEND PERSONAL CHECKS ; THEY ARE A TROUBLE AND EXPENSE TO COLLECT. 


How to Send Money.—Money may be forwarded by P. O. Money Orders, Registered Letters, N. 
Y. Drafts or Express Orders, at our risk. All money sent otherwise than by these means must be at 
the sender’s risk. Postage stamps may be sent for the fractional part of adollar. Be especially care- 
fulto write name and address plainly, and we wish our customers would, in every case, keep copies of 
their orders, and should it be necessary to repeat an order, always write out in full the list of plants. 
In the hundreds of orders we are receiving we cannot remember those sent out previously, and itis a 
source of trouble and delay-to overlook the orders that are filed away. 

Whenever it is possible we shall fill orders exactly as they are written; but should some varieties 
run short, as they will do despite the greatest care we will substitute under their true names plants 
that we know to be as good or better than those chosen by the purchaser. We wish it understood 
that whenever such change is made, the variety ordered is exhausted. 

We warrant plants to arrive safely and in good condition to any part of the United States. If, 
through delay or breaking of the package, any of the plants are dead when they reach the purchaser, 
we will cheerfully replace them provided we are notified at once. But there are so many accidents 
that may befall them in after-treatment, of which we cau have no oversight or control, that we cannot 
warrant them to live. We know that by proper treatment they will grow and bloom beautifully, but 
we also know that they are frequently killed by mistaken kindness or utter neglect. 

We will not fill orders for less than FIFTY CENTS, unless ten cents additional be sent for 
postage. This does not include “Club Orders.” 

Write all Orders Plainly, giving name of sender or number of order. 

Do not, in giving the names of club members, designate them as Mrs. Davis, Mrs. Smith, etc., but 
pate cases give the full name, postoffice address, with street number, if you have a free postoffice 

elivery. 

Do Not Forget to sign your name and give both postoffice and express. 

Do Not Crowd a large order in a small space or put it in the body of the letter. 

Remember to state whether plants are to be sent by mail or express. 

: All orders made out at express rates will be sent by express, whether ordered by mail or 
otherwise. 

In Sending Club Orders the express charges are greatly reduced for one person by the division 
among a number, and this is quite an item when plants are shipped long distances. 

In Packing Club Orders each person’s order will be selected as directed and tied separately, so 
ther© will be nothing to be done but deliver the bundle. 

Again We Urge All Who Can to join their friends in club orders, because we can give more 
plants than by mail, and it will, by dividing the expressage among a number, make the amount t> 
each one comparatively small, benefitting you in two ways. 

Do Not Forget to send copy of order in case plants have to be replaced. It saves trouble and 
delay. Also keep a copy to which to refer should a mistake occur. Frequently our friends charge us 
with having omitted a plant that was never ordered. 

We always recommend having plants sent by express where it is possible, as we can send larger 
plants and those that are more sure to bloom-than when forwarded by mail.

OF all the ornamental foliage plants for pots, the Begonia takes the lead. There are also some 

fine bedders which you will find described in our list. In culture give them a light soil, woods 
earth, some sharp sand andrichloam. A small amount of cow yard manure may be used, if thorough- 
ly decomposed, and will very much heighten the rich coloring of the leaves, but in too large quanti- 
ties, or if fresh, is very harmful. Do not allow the soil to become sodden (plenty of sani will prevent 
this) and do not give too much water. Begonias are not troubled with insects of any kind, only keep 
them free from dust. There is the greatest diversity of varieties, some sorts having five pointed 
leaves, while others have a foliage as fine as a sweet-briar, bearing a profusion of graceful, drooping 
racemes of r-se, pink, white, crimson and bi-color buds and blossoms that are exceedingly attractive. 
Instead of describing our varieties, we wish we couid point them out to you as they grow and bloom 
in our greenhouses. Many persons fear to attempt their culture. thinking them difficult to grow..
